The 9esGio«(a«d its Results- 

The second session of tlio first 
Legislative Assembly of British Co- 
lumbia commoncotl on tho Hovontooutli 
day of Docomber 1872, and ended on 
tho 21at day of Februnrj', 187;!, 
having lasted sixty-seven days. It is 
due to the members to say that 
during that period they were diligont 
and unremitting in their attention to 
busincHs. Never was tho Ht)iip.o with- 
out ii (luonuu. Seldom, indeed, was 
s seat empty. And it is deserving of 
.remark that the last seventeen days of 
session, during which there was no in- 
demnity allowance, witnessed no fall- 
ing off in this respect. Tho reader 
will bo awaro that tho per dioin allow- 
ance ceased at the expiration of fifty 
days; and it is certainly croditablo to 
members that the cessation of pay in 
no degree cooled the ordor with which 
they devoted thomselvGa te the busi- 
ness of the country. This circumstanco 
furnishes a complete reply to tho in- 
sinuation that to extend tho indennity 
period to a session of sixty days 
would have a tendency to unduly pro- 
tract the session. It'mustbe admitted 
that members havo proved themselves 
to bo possessed of souls above such 
influences. Tho session has not been 
altogether uneventful. It has not been 
b.'irrcn of useful measures. Fortj- 
three bills were passed. Seven wore 
killed. Of those pas.sod, ono only 
(the LogitimLicy bill) has been reserved 
for tho pleasure of his Excellency the 
Governor-Genoral. Would that we 
could pronounce a verdict of approval 
upon all these measuaes. Some are 
good and liberal; others, candor com- 
pels us to say, are bad and, as wo 
think, fraught with ill consequcucea to 
tbo couutrj-. Notwithstanding nearly 
all, if not quite all of those bills wore 
reviewed during the session, a giauce 
at the more important of them may 
not bo considered illtimed. First of 
all, lot US dispose of tho bad incnsuros: 
The Married Women's Rights Bill has al- 
ready evoked so muob diacassion that it 
will not be thought ncceasary to dwell 
upon its domoritB at tho present time. 
Wo confess to aomo surprise, howovor, 
that the circnmBtance of a very large ma- 
jority of the Assambly having only been 
hindered by a mere technicality from 
recommitting it in order to insert im- 
portant umendments, taken in con- 
nection with the influential peti- 
tions sont to the Execntive, were notoon- 
sidared as constituting sulliciont grounds 
for sanding it b^clc in order that tho de- 
sired amendmouts might havo lieoii miulp. 
Of course, !Minister.s must bo hf Id respoii- 
sible for this disregard of the opinion of 
members or the Assembly as woll as of 
constitutionally expressed public opiruon. 
Next in order comas tho bill crouting a 
now Portfolio, saddling the country with 
close upon seven thoii3.ind dollars a year 
of useless expondituro, and croatinj; a 
sixth Minister, in onler tlmt tho Govern- 
ment may bo strong enough numerically 
to set pnblio opinion at defiance and se- 
cure themselves in office for the balance 
of the parliamentary terra. This measni-e. 
too, has boon pretty fully di.scusso;!, and 
it has mot with very general condemna- 
tion at tho hands of tho i)noplo, who do 
not fail to detect in it a fatal stab at their 
Constitutional rights and an opening of 
the floodgates of extravagance and pro- 
bable corruption in the managomont of 
public afTairs. Tho Petition of Rights 
bill m.'iv he described as a conipoiuiil of 
good and ovil, justice and i-.:justii'o. The 
object of tho measure is to enable tho 
subject to sue tho Government in tho 
Courts of the Provinco. Hitherto a suit 
could not lie against the Government; 
and the consequence has been injustice 
and, in somo instances, ruin to industri- 
ous, honest men. Ho f:ir as tbo oardina! 
object of tho bill in concerned, it is cer- 
tainly good; and it does seem strange that 
legislation on tho subject should have 
been so long delayed. But what wo ob- 
ject to in tho bill is a clause expressly re- 
stricting its operations to cases arising 
Bnbsc(picntly to its bocmiing law. In 
other words, the Courts of .lasticQ aro to 
continue closed against piiraons hiiving 
claims against the Government prior to 
j'Qsterday. Upon what giouuil of fairness 
the Courts of Ju.stico are to bo closed 
to the man whose claim against tho 
Goverumont happened to have arisen Ih;- 
foro one o'clock yesterday, a.id oj)onod to 
tho man whoso claim aro.io an hour 
later, wo ooufoss that wo aro unable 
to discover. The unfairness of the 
])roposition is altogether too mani- 
fest to render any words from us nocos- 
flary.

Should its 
liberal provisions bo well and faithfully 
administereil, there seoms no room to 
doubt tliat good results will follow. It 
makes tho land svatem of Britiali Colum- 
bia as liberiil of tuat of any otiier country, 
moro liberal than most. Of course, it 
cannot come into operation till idter the 
'20tli <3f .July next. Next comes tho Min- 
ing and Mineral bills, moasun.'s which, 
witli ono fell swoop clear our statuto- 
book of tho last rolics of the essentially 
illiberal Hystoins of the i)a3t. It will lie 
a strange thing if under the provision.^ of 
those nio;if)urcH capital dods not flow in 
t,» develop tho nii:iurul woaltli of tiie 
oountrv. From tho Drainage and Dyk- 
ing bill wo confess that wo do not antici- 
pate such great results as the Govern- 
ment would appear to expect, although it 
will undoubtedly iJondaoo to the reolvma- 
tion of some valuable lands in the lower 
country. Tho nmendments made to th(^ 
Municipality liill and tho Public Hchool 
bi 1 aro important, and will groat- 
Jy help tho bucooss of botli systoms. 
Tho B.iUol bill will leave every elector 
froo to (^ast a consoiontious voto, although 
., wo confess that ,^0 do not think open 
voting flxposfld electors to very much 
coorsiou in British Columbia. Widowit 
and orphans will now havo secured to 
thorn tho full bonolita of life assuranci'; 
litigants can employ whoever tlioy liko to 
conduct their business in tho inferini- 
Courts ;Jurors will be properly indomnilicnl

towords general improvoinonts; tho Fire- 
mett of liarkervillo and Victoria 
can, witli impunity, destroy in order

})oct of drinking wholesome water and en- 
joying a railway rids to Esquiinalt; but wo 
rogrot wo cannot atldtliat there is any im- 
mediate prospect of'seoing the Graving 
Dock commeni'od. In so far a8_ intro- 
du(!iMg good, useful measures is con- 
ci;rn(!d, eertiiinly private moinViors have 
not boon behind tho Govornniont. It 
can truly lie Hiddthat forbad ones Minis- 
ters alono aro responsible. The session has 
been loss satisfactory in sonio other re- 
spects. After all the loud flourish of 
trumpets, tho rctronchmeni policy of the 
new Ministry proves to bo an empty wind- 
bag — figures so placed as to mislead the 
))ublic. A bloated Exeouiivo aljHorbs all 
that has been saved from decapitutod un- 
derlings. Out of S.3;i5.;K)l) a jjaltry SST,- 
O'jO only is available for ruads, streets 
and bridges throughout tho entire coun- 
try ! Iloro is an abstract faot which can- 
not possibly bo controverted by the most 
deft niani))ulation of tignrcs or tho most 
unscrupulous conccabnout of the truth. 
The organ will sock to pro.-^ent iiuitfcrs in 
a dilTcrunt aspect, liut it is puid fov do- 
ing that, and no sensible ])i'i-,son is in 
much danger of being deceived by its 
sophisms.

The svstom of free grants will doubtlosH

will conduce materially to the invostnioiit 
of capital on valuable tracts which have 
hitherto remained unoccupied.

Eesoltcd, That the ^Municijial Council 
of the City of Victoria do petition the 
Lieut-Governor in Council to oxteiul the 
boundaries of the city of Victm'ia one- 
half milo from tho present Municipal li- 
mits in accordance with Section IG of the 
Municipalities Amendment Act, 187.'!. 

This resolution was carried unanimous- 
ly and a copy sent to the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor. 



The Road Ta?c Aot. 

This -Vet is now mndo to apply to the 
wliole Province, with, however, some 
slight aniGndniouts. Formerly Koad Dis- 
tricts wero only created when two-thirds 
of tho residents prayed for the blessing of 
a road tax. Now the Governor in Coun- 
cil creates Itoad Districts at will. Inas- 
much as the Mainlandors are now interest- 
ed in tlio matter, wo shall tell them what 
the new rosiionsibilities are; Every male 
resident of a lioad District over eigliteen 
years of age, is entitled to pay two dollars 
a year. Ijrnry jicrs.iii jioasessed of real 
estate not exceeding ten acres, for each 
and every snob quantity of land, $2, and 
four cents for every acre in excess of ton. 
Land hold under lease from the Crow^n 
shall pay two cents an acre. Employers 
of labor are authorized to pay tho tax in 
respect of those jjersons in their employ, 
liable to tho same, deducting tho amount 
from the wages of such persons.

The Great Snow Storm 
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H u nd red s of Poop 1 Frozen to Death. 

Ar]''i:cTTN(l INCIDENTS I 

The Winona, Minn., eorrospondent of 
tho Now Vork //;•)•, writes a second let- 
ter on the great aiorm in that journal on 
Saturday, lie says: — 

"The siiKvIl weekly papers liavo come 
ill, and every mail brings us letters from 
tin; inl(!rior with further iiarticulars of 
lho recent great storm.

.'Vll three wero found there di.ad. Mr. 
Ijco and his son, aged thirt<'on, loft their 
house, near Sioux Citv, on Tuesday for a 
load of wood. On Fiiday tbey werefound 
about eighty yards apart. ' Evidently they 
had frood their eattlo and then goiio on 
mistiiking tlieir way. lioth wore thinly 
clad. The boj-'s arms wore erossed, as if 
he had tried to keep his buttonless over- 
coat closed. Tho faithful dog was found 
beside his dead master. A widow is 
left destitute with four ohildren, 
tho oldest only seven years old. Near 
Miidelia a man unhitched his team and 
wont in search for a house, leaving bis 
wife in the .'doigli. She beeiiiue an.xious, 
and followed hiiu. Both wero frozen to 
death. .V Mr. Toaiius, his son and his 
son's wife started from Fergus Falls for 
Elizabeth. Becoming locked in a drift 
tho men took the mules and wont for as- 
sistance, leaving tliowoaiaii iu tho sleigh. 
Father and son were frozon to death, and 
tho woman cannot recover. 

Acouplo just married wore on thoir 
way luuno.to Lemurs, when tho storm over- 
took them. They turned tho horses loose 
and overset the sleigh, thon crawled under 
it and wrappod,themselves in tlie robes. It 
was a strange bridal room, tho box of a 
sleigh in a drift out on tlio prairie, but 
they passed two days and two nights 
there, and wero finally rescued alivo ul- 
tlioiigli badly frozen. 

Near Correctionvillo, John Sparks 
and Joseph Sanders wont out to get 
soiuo wood at a distance of four or live 
miles. Tho storm caught them bat 
they pushed on. When a milo and a 
half from home they throw out their load 
to go on iiioro quiekly, but just beyond 
the road made a curve; they jiiissod 
thif. curvo without turning, and so every 
ftei> afterwards was a step away from 
home. At niglit thoy camped under tho 
sleigh, about tlireo milrs from lioino. .A 
trapper heard thoir shouts, but thMii<,'hL 
them but the hooting of owls. All day 
Wednesday, Wednesday nigiit and Thurs- 
day the men wero alive and wandoring up 
and dowii,jj|bo\vildered by tho tarriblo 
storm. The trapjier followed them all 
d.ay Wednesday, hut could not find them. 
On Thursday night thoir hoi-»n eamo 
home, and following back liis traeks they 
found the two men seven miles away, 
alioul two foot apart, fro en stark a ad still'. 
The dog wdiicli liad accomiiauied tliein re- 
mained with .tho bodies, and had kept 
them from being covered by tho suow. 
Each man left a widow and chihlron, tho 
latter all young. Sanders' family is dosti- 
tuto. The aged mother and "sister of 
Sparks have gone mad, and will probably 
die.
